Bookkeeper in Collusion with a Depositor 
by a Process of Changing Credits Se- 
cures 8384,00, Impxiring the Capital 
of the Institation by $150,000—Threat- 
ened Exposure Through New System of 
Accounts Causes the Culprits to Leave 
No Clew for Detectives. 
New Yorx, Nov. 24.— [Special. I— The Na- 
tional Snoe and Lea ther Bank, Broadway and 
Chambers street, has been robbed of $354,- 
000; possibly the sum will exceed that 
amount, Samuel C. Seeley, an assistant book- 
keeper in the bank, is the defaulter. He 
worked with an accomplice, Frederick Baker, 
who is reported as one of the bank’s deposit- 
ors. Up to this hour the identity of the ac- 
complice is not fully established. Mr. Seeley 
is 45 years old and lives at No. 422 Halsey 
street, Brooklyn, where he. has a wife and 
family. Seeiey himself ie missing. He has 
not been seen since last Saturday. The meth- 
od followed by the two thieves was described 
by Director J. S. Stout of the bank this after- 
noon as follows: | 
„Seeley was bookkeeper. He had in collu- 
sicn with him this depositor, Baker. Seeley 
would take an account, say Jones, and take 
off a large sum ard credit it to his accom- 
plice’s account. The accomplice would draw 
the money over the desk. Seeley kept track 
of the transaction, and when Jones’ account 
would be baianced up he would simply put the 
money back in figures, taking the figures 
from a third account. Thus he kept balancing 
accounts and manipulating the books, so his 
accomplice had a big amount to his credit 
that he constantly drew over the desk. 
“Seeley had charge of the ledger which 
contained the names of all depositors from A 
to K. He also ran what 1s called the skeleton

Re- 
cently the officers of the benk considered the 
scheme of changing the clerks and a week ago 
informed the employésa new set of books 
would be opened Thursday, Nov. 22, and a 
transfer of clerks would be made.

By taking these officers, 
the necessity of creating a new officer to be 
elected would be avoided. The duty would be 
imposed upon one to whom the information he 
would necessarily gain would be most valuable 
in the discharge of his duties as Chairman. In 
counties not under township organization no in- 
crease in salaries need result. In counties under 
township organization the number of days’ serv- 
ice the President would be entitled to charge for 
would nodoubt be increased, but the amount 
thas expended would be saved by the change 
which should be made in the frequency of assess- 


ments. 
How the Assessors Assess. 


The law as itnow stands requires an entirely 
new assessmentof all kinds of property to be 
made every year. Practically the Assessor takes 
the previous year’s assessment and unless he con- 
cludes to raise or lower the whole town or some 
parts of it he transcribes the previous year’s 
real estate valuations into his books in pencil 
and then he looks about to see if there are any 
changes that add to or lessen the value of the re- 
spective pieces of property, and if so, he changes 
the figures accordingly, and when he thinks he 
has made all the changes he ought to he inks 
up the figures and that completes his 
assessment books. But one of the most serious 
dien ties that results from this plan of assess- 
ing all real estate every year is that there is 
practically no time given in which to get an as- 
sessment corrected. The inequality is most 
often not found ont until one comes to pay his 
taxes, and then it is too late, and if, knowing the 
practice of carrying a previous year’s valuation 
into the next assessment, be undertakes to have it 
corrected he will be told there is no use in it, as 
there must be a new assessment for the next 
year, and, more than that, there is no one who 
has the authority to make the correction. This 
practical difficulty is met in many other States 
by the requirement that a new assessment of real 
property be made only once in five years, with 
such yearly changes as will adjust the valuation 
to changes in the improvements. 

I would suggest that we follow this example. 
When an assessment is to stand for five years, 
and there is some one ready at all times to hear 
complaints and make corrections, not only will 
individuals see to it that they are not 
too high and others about them too low, but 
neighborhoods that find themselves assessed out 
of proportion to other neighborhoods will club 


together and see to it that corrections be made. 


As it now is certain localities are assessed out of 

to other localities in the same town. 
When this discrimination once gets into the 
books it is continued year after year, and there 
is no way of getting it out except through the 
button hole of the next Assessor, and it costs 
money to button-hole some assessors. As to pen- 
alties they should be ample to insure obedience 
to the mandates of the law and the mode of en- 
forcement such that any taxpayer may enforce

How Seeley Got Away. 

Seeley was under $7,500 bonds to the 
bark, his surety being the United States Guar- 
antee company. ‘He is 40 years old and lives 
in an unpretentioustwo-story brick house, No. 
422 Halsey street, Brooklyn, where he has a 
wife and two children. He had been fourteen 
years in the bank’s employ, coming there 
upon the recommendation of a clerk who is 
still in the bank. He was a man of good mor- 
als, perfect habits (supposedly), and appeared 
devoted to his wife and children. It was 
learned Seeley left home Friday night in a 
carriage at 10 o’clock. He had been acting 
strangely and drinking heavily. 

Seeley arrived home from the bank at 8 
o’clock Friday night, and began packing his 
trunks and valise. This done he left the house 
ina burry. His friends iatimate that he is 
crazy. He told them that he was in trouble 
at the bank, but said nothing as to the 
amount of his shortage, but they inferred 
from his talk that it was considerable. 

Capital of the Bank Impatred. 

The capital of the bank is said tonight to 
have been impaired $150,000. The bank 
directors, of course, were aware of the defal- 
cation immediately upon its being unearthed 
Manday.

Mystery seems to enshroud “ Lawyer Fred- 
erick Baker,” the depositor who is said to 
have worked in collusion with Seeley, and to 
have drawn out the stolen money.

“Mr, Baker Sr. was counsel for 
Samuel Seeley.

Mr. Baker had an account at the 
Shoe and Leather Bank. His personal ac 
count was kept at the Chatham and his trust 
accounts at the Park. He is Secretary of the 
Great Equator Consolidated Gold Mining 
company of Colorado.” 

Seeley’s Confession to His Lawyer. 

Frank W. Angel, who is Seeley’s lawyer. 
says the letter came to him early last week 
and told him the difficulties into which he 
had got himself and named his confederate. 
Angel reported his story to the directors 
after the deficiencies had been discovered, 
Ange! said his client has confessed the theft 
of $354,000, but said that of this he himself 
had kept only $16,000. The magnificent 
residue had all remained, according to his 
story, in the possession of Baker. According 
to his confession, as related by Angel, Seeley 
had been made a cat’s paw of by the depos- 
itor. 

“He told me, said Angel, he was in 
trouble with the bank. He was nervous and 
told his story bit by bit. He proved it to me 
and then told me his accomplice got it all. I 
pressed him for the name of the accomplice, 
and he gave it to me at length reluctantly. I 
asked what his confederate was going to do. 
He told me his confederate would stay right 
in the city dhd face it down. He is a lawyer 
and knows what he is doing. 

It is believed Baker put the money he got 
through Seeley into the Boynton bicycle rail- 
road experiment at Coney Island. This is 
stated on the authority of Austin Corbin. 

A day or two before Seeley’s disappearance 
he transferred the title of his house in Brook- 
lyn for $1,400. Those who know Seeley and 
his domestic life, his methodical habits, and 
his quiet, retiring disposition believe that he 
is quite likely to take his own life or to return 
to New York and meet his punishment. They 
do not believe he had any large amount of 
money in his possession when lie left home.

LAKE TUG AND SOHOONEB OOLLIDE. 


Meet Outeide the Breakwater and Both 
Are Damaged, 

The big lake tug J, C. Perrett, with three 
barges in tow, collided with the schooner A. 
Mosher in tow of the tug Perfection, off the 
harbor at 2 o’cleck yesterday afternoon, The 
stem of the Perrett was badly crushed, and 
the side of the Mosher was staved in for six 

lanks below the rail. Both had been on the 
ast trip of the season. Both boats were 
laden with lumber, and were not so badiy 
damaged but that they proceeded to their 
docks without further delay. 

The Mosher was picked up by the tug Per- 
fection near Evanston early in the afternoon, 
and with saile down was being towed towerd 
the river. The Perrett had three barges in 
tow from Cheboygan, and was coming along 
almost abreast of the Mosher. and farther out 
in the lake. When the southeast end of the 
north breakwater was reached the Perfection 
turned the schooner and headed for the river. 


| The Perrett at this time swung around to- 


ward the schooner, intending to head up into 
the wind and hold the barges until tugs should 
come out to take them in tow. : 

Capt. Chron of the Perrett miscalculated 
the distunce, for there was not enough reom 
for the tug to make the turn, and it struck 
the Mosher just aft of the main rigging on 
the port side. The schooner was not crt in 
two, principally because her hold was full of 
lumber, The denk load was laid out to the 
edge of the rail, and received much of the 
blow.

‘PRED W. SMITH GETS AIS FREEDOM. 


Supreme Court Gives Him His Release 
from Chester Prison. 
Spriverirenp, III., Nov. 24.—[{Special. ]— 
The Supreme Court, sitting in Mount Vernon, 
has ordered the release of Fred W. Smith of 
Chicago from further confinement in the 
Southern [Illinois penitentiary at Chester 
under sentence from Cook County. Smith 
was convicted in 1889 in Cook County of 
conspiracy and under an agreement with the 
State’s-Attorney turned State’s evidence, 
pleaded guilty, and was released. The indict- 
ment was stricken from the records with 
leave to reinstate. Three years later the 
cause was redocketed, Smith was tried, and 
sentenced to.the penitentiary. Upon the 
hearing on a writ of .habeag corpus the Su- 
preme Court ruled the county had lost its 
jurisdiction and that Smith must be released. 
Assistant Attornéy-Géneral Newell represent- 
ed the Warden of the Chester prison. 
81 — 1 * came into I — * 
County is connection wi the alle a 
tem pt to bribe the first Cronin jury during Long- 
enecker’s term. Smith, with others, was indict- 
ed. He turned State's evidence and was allowed 
to gofree. It was understood Smith was ist 
under a suspended penal sentence, but this fe 
always denied. The exact truth could not be 
learned owing to the alleged disappearance of 
all papers bea on the case from Criminal 
Court Clerk Schubert's office. About a year ago 
Smith became involved in the West Side firebug 
cases and was asked to turn State’s evidence by 
State’s-Attorney Kern. He refused and the old Cro- 
nin conspiracy charge was revived. The case was 
first stricken from the docket and then reinstated 
by the State's-Attoraey. Smith continued in his 
stubborn attitude and was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for two years under the old charge, 
after being in jail for several months. His peni- 
tentiary experience, combined with his anxiety 
for the welfare of his family, caused Smith to 
testify against his confederates. His attorneys 
next consulted with Gov. Altgeld in rd to the 
alleged unfair treatment to which ith had 
been subjected, for he still was a prisoner. Gov. 
Altgeld suggested that habeas corpus proceedings 
be instituted before the Supreme Court for 
Smith’s rele inasmuch as Smith having 
turned State’s evidence in the Cronin case it was 
hardly just that the old cha revived. Gov. 
Altgeid said 1 oe State's-Attorney of Cook 
County had set a bad precedent. If the Supreme 
Court did not release Smith the Governor inti- 
mated that he would pardon him. The attorneys 
returned to Chicago to secure the necessary pa- 
pers and were amazed to find that all the docn- 
ments bad disappeared. This delayed matters 
for some time, but sa nent developments and 
the fact of Smith's release would seem to indi- 
cate papers eventually were 
found.]

Loxpon, Nov. 24.— The outward movement 
of gold has been continued during the week 
to the extent of £750,000. The company 
which has been formed for the purpose of 
closing up the long-standing liquidation of 
the Baring liabilities wiil, in ite operations, 
take a considerabie amount of money off the 
market, and this fact, together with the ef- 
flux of gold, is sufficient to account for the 
increased firmnese in the rate of discount. 
Quotations are 1 per cent, with three months“ 
paper louning at 3¢ per cent. It ie not ex- 
pected the bank rate will, for the present at 
least, be affected by the increased strength of 
the open market rate, 

In the stock markets the week has been 
characterized by dullness. A feeling of dis- 
trust has been occasioned by the liquidation 
which is going on in Paris and Vienna, espe- 
cially in the latter market, whtere the natural 
reaction against excessive speculation has be- 
gun to be experienced, 

Asa result of these conditions an inclins- 
tion is manifested to confine attention mainly 
to first-class securities, and, following this line, 
consols have again beaten the record in price, 
showing an advance on even last week’s high- 
water mark. American railway securities 
have been in slow demand, and prices are 
much lower on the week, though not steady 
at the reduced level, The most weakness has 
bern shown in Milwaukee and St. 
Pauls and in Lake Shores, but Denver 
and Rio Grandes, Illinois Centrals, Louisville 
and Nashvilles and New York Centrals have 
also felt the force of the downward move- 
ment. Attention has been attracted by the 
financing of southern railway securities and 
the purchase of $2,000,000 worth of the 
bonds of this organization by a London syn- 
dicate bas had the effect of causing a fall in 
exchange and may induce a better tone in 
Americans, especially when the result of the 
bond issue is definitely known.

The Japanese infantry then 
stormed defense after defense, The Chinese 
resisted feebly. There were a few hand-tc- 
hand fights, but finally the Chinese became 
panic-stricken and the Japanese gcarried 
everything before them. A dispatch” to the 
| Times from Shanghai says the Japanese 
troops are reémbarking at Port Arthur. 

Another dispatch from Shanghai says the 
third Japanese army, which left Japan Nov. 
20 (according to this correspondent), is sup- 
posed to have been sent to attack Wei Hai Wei 
where a portion of the Chinese navy remains. 
The dispatch adds that the place will be easily 
captured, as the Chinese soldiers who were 
encamped for ite defense at Chili are de- 
serting in thousands. The whole place is said 
to be in a state of utter collapse and cun- 
fusion. (A dispatch to the Associated Press 
from Yokohama -yesterday said it was 
rumored that this force was intended to 
operate in the Yang Tse Kiang distzict of 
China.) 

A large Chinese cruiser broke its propeller 
while trying to haul the Chinese warship Chen 
Yuen off the rocks at Wei Hai Wei, according 
to a dispatcli from Shanghai, and the cruiser 
is now said to be lying useless at Wei Hai 
Wei. It is added that China now only has 
four effective warships left. Sir Robert Hart,

TIMING OF POOKET OHRONOMETERS. 


International Competition to Be Held in 
Geneva in 1896, . 

The Industrial and Commercial Department 
of the Society of Arts of Geneva, Switzerland, 
has resolved to organize a second internat 
al competition for the timing of pocket chro- 
nometers. Since the first competition of that 
kind, held in Geneva in 18786, the art of tim. 
ing pocket chronometers bay much improved. 
Official chronometric services are now to be 
found in the observatories of many countries, 
and in some places special prizes are awarded 
for the dest results. Therefore an in- 
ternational competition will be highly 
interesting, provided the makers of highest 
class watches avail themselves of that oppor 
tunity of testing their abilities, In order to 
give them the best chances of success the 
rules of competition have been framed eight- 
een Months in advance. The trial will last 
from May 15 to dune 29, 1896. at the Gene- 
va Observatory. ‘Each competitor must send 
a minimum of three chronometers, but may 
send a maximum of fifteen. He may obtain 
only one reward, rated on the mean perform- 
ance of his three best chronometers. A sum 
of 5,000 franes will be awarded in prizes,

OALUMET OLUB IN ITS NEW HOUSE. 


Doors Were Opened for the Members Yes- 
terday Morning. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning Manager 
Armour of the Calumet club posted at the 
main entrance to No, 2032 Michigan avenue 
a notice that members would find the club at 
home in its new building, on the corner of 
Michigan avenue and Twentieth street. Last 
night at 6 o’clock more than double the usual 
number of members sat down to the club din- 


ner. 
The Calumet club came into existence in 
1878. It was a popular movement, and at 
once a charter was obtained and the proper- 
ty on the northeast corner of Michigan av- 
enue and Eighteenth street was purchased. 
In 1881 the club had become so strong that 
it was determined to erect a buildmg. An 
issue of bonds was made. In May, 1892, the 
great building on the corner of Twentieth 
street and Michigan avenue was thrown open 
tothe members. It waa luxuriously ap- 
pointed, and sheitered many vaiuable works 
of art. Jan. 17, 1892, the buildmg was de- 
stroyed by fire, The value of the building 
and contents was estimated at $250,000. 
Temporary quarters were secured at No. 2032 
Michigan avenue, and steps taken to at once 
erect a new building on the site of the old. 
This new building is constructed of stone, 
steel, and brick, and is as nearly fireproof as 
modern skill and knowledge can make it. 
Wood is spari used, all floors bemg of 
solid concrete. Itis a four-story structure, 
fronting eighty feet on Michigaa avenue and 
100 feet on Twentieth street, with a wing 
rununing east from the north corner 40 by 
40 feet, leaving a lawn space of the same di- 
mensions. The chief architecturai feature of 
the main front isa broad, massive veranda 
with a baicony roof supported by graceful 
columns. North of this is the ladies en- 
trance, the main entranes for members being 
in the center of the Twentieth street iront. 
Marble of the most costly and beautiful 
varieties are lavishly used in the interior con- 
struction and decoration. Flioozs and stair-

Osborne R. Keith; Second Vice-President, 
Charles Fargo; Secretary, John M. Cutter; 
Treasurer, Charles Adsit. The officers refuse 
to give any information in regard to the cost 
of the new building, butitis known that the 
ciub has no other debt than the bonds issued 
in 1881, interest upon which has been al- 
ways regularly met, and conservative esti- 
mates place the amount expended on this 
splendid addition to Chicago’s clubs at not 
less than $150,000. The anniversary of the 
burning of the first club-house, Jan. 17, is to 
be fittingly observed.

with nine points, each star diamond-tipped. 
It is known as the Emblem of Revelation. 

It is the only one, 
and by the constitution of the concatenation 
no other embiem like it shall ever be made or 
worn. Thie pin is worn by ‘Boling Arthur 
Johnson of Chicago, who is the genius that 
conceived the order.

The constitation provides the mem- 
bership of the order shall never exceed 9.999, 
and to head off any attempt to go beyond that 
the present Jubjub, Thomas Hemmenway 
Cat, is No. 9, on the roster.

There may be a concatenation in any State, 
at any time, for the purpose of initiating new 
mem when the Vicegerent of such State 
shall certify that he has a class of six to initi- 
ate.

The last concatenation of this order was 
held in Milwaukee one week ago. On that oc- 
casion, as indeed on all similar occasions, 
Thomas Hemmenway Cat, Jubjub to the 
Soark, was taken to the concatenation in an 
elaborate cage, During the initiation he was 
given a chair of honor — the Snark and 
during the ceremonies, which are said to be 
totally uniike anything in any order, thie cat 
deported him in much the same manner 
as other cate on less stately occasions. But 
he was worshiped and féted by the Hoo-Hoos 
none the less. Alter the initiation there was 
a banquet. Jubjab had a table to 
himself. was covered with the 
most immaculate linen, and in the center of 
the top there stood a magnificent punch bowl 
filled with Jersey cream.

To speak of this cat slightingly, to think of 
him in any other manner than that of rever- 
ence, is treason, and it is said that any mem- 
ber who ever does so will be put out of exis- 
tence in the most mysterious manner. 

To be a Hoo-Hoo the member must for- 
swear aliegiance to country, home, wife, and 
children until Jubjub ig rst honored. He 
outranks a man’s wife.

ton of $50,000 toward an endowment fund 
ot $200,000, conditioned upon the raising of 


$150,000. by the friends of the institution. 
Tho dostor is therefore firmly grounded in 
the affections of the friends of education in 
both the Dakotas, asthe college at Yankton 
in South Dakota some time since received a 
similar donation. To both these colleges he 
pays one dollar for every three they can raise, 
The principle upon which the doctor makes 
these donations rests upon a sound business 
basis, and it is one to which every college, es 

pecially those which are young and strug- 
gling to getafoothold, should give heed. 
This is the principle of perpetual endowment. 
The money is carefully invested and 
not a cent of the principal can 
be touched, so there is no danger 
that it may be lost or frittered away by well- 
meaning trustees or friends who may have 
not good business heads however big their 
hearts may be. Such an endowment as this 
the college is bound by strict conditions to 
care for, and as investments return 7 per 
cent in Dakota the income will be ample to 
pay salaries and certain other running ex- 
penses. No colleges of the class mentioned 
above cau be safe if they are not run on this 
principle, and Dr. Pearsons has been setting 
them an important object lesson besides do-

REFORM MUST BEGIN AT THE TOP. 

Tun Tarsune printed yesterday three let- 
ters written to Mayor Hopkins by the Civic 
Federation Committee on Gambling between 
the 10th and 15th of this month notifymg 
him of gaming-houses which were running 
and calling on him to have them shut up. It 
seems that tte committee had to be prodding 
and stirrmg up the Mayor continually to get 


him to do his duty; that goading and urging 


should not be necessary. It would not be if 
the charter were amended so as to take the 
Mayor, his police, and all his other subordi- 
nates out of politics. 

The making of such amendments is the 
most important duty Gevolving on the next 


‘Legislature. It is one which in view of the 


experiences of the last few months caunot be 
‘neglected. For years municipal misgovern- 
meht has been the crying evil of this country. 
Americans have shown political ability enough 


to manage the affairs of the General Govern- 


merit and of great States efficiently and with- 
out reproach. They have had no trouble in 
regulating the affairs of populous and wealthy 


counties. But they have broken down utterly 


when they attempted to govern cities. They 
have been corrupt, extravagant, and inefficient 
in their administration. The urban popula- 
taon of the United States is increasing rapidly, 
and this inability to govern it is becoming a 
more serious evil daily. 

For many years the citizens of Chicago 
have seen with regret, that their municipal 
government has been used chiefly as a means 
tor the support of tax-eaters and the enrich. , 
ing of boodlers. They have endured with 
more or less patience the failure of well-paid 
employés to keep the streets and alleys clean, 
to preserve the public health, guard the pub- 
de peace, and perform the other duties which 
they ought to look after. 

This year they have found they were all 
wrong in their previous belief that the depths 
of municipal misgovernment had been 
reached, They had known what it was to 
have a sidthful, inefficient government which 
did nothing for@nybody. This year they dis- 
covered what itis to have a government all of 
whose powers and resources were employed 
strenuously to enable one political party to 
defeat another party at a national election. 

The citizens saw with amazement and alarm 
their highly paid "employés abandoning their 
work, not as usual to loaf in saloons, but to 
scrape up and make votes for the Democratic 
party. They saw these empioyés, with the 
Mayor at their head, nominating candidates, 
both genuine Democratic ones and bogus 
Democratic ones labeled: People's party and 
A. F. A. candidates. 

Next they saw employés of theirs 4 
registration and judges and clerks how not to 
do their duty. They saw those employés levy- 
ing contributions on their fellows and on the 
gam biers to get up a corruption fund. They 
saw them padding the registry books and 
housing repeaters, hunting up and naturaliz- 
ing men who had been but a few months in 
the coyntry and on registration day attacking 
Republican challengers, driving them from 
their posts and destroying their books. 

When election day came reputable citizens 
saw their public employés along with other 
thugs and bullies ‘intimidating and brutally 
assaulting Republican voters for the purpose 
of sending some qther thug and would-be 
murderer to the Legislature. They saw an 
attempt to destroy ballots culminating ina 
murder, And they saw the police standing 
calmly by while these Democratic sluggers 

were going from poll to poll endeavoring to 
carry the eleetion with the billy and the pistol. 
They saw the police refusing to interfere with 
the roughs any farther than to say to them 
occasionally good-naturedly that they must 
not carry the joke too far.

No mat- 
ter how stringently the law may impose strict 
secrecy the facts are sure to leak out to those 
who would make the most disastrous use of 
the information, if not to the general public. 
It would be particularly oppressive now that 
we have passed through nearly two vears of 
hard times and there is some reason to hope 
that a change for the better is at hand, The 
returns will be for the business of last year, 
when things were at their worst, and thou- 
sands of merchants and other business-mey 
struggled hard in the waters of adversity, being 
hard put to it to keep afloat. Those men did 
all they could to hide their embarrass- 
ment from the banks and their creditors, 
hoping that a turn in affairs would set them 
ali right again. Most of them succeeded, but 
if the income tax be collected they can con- 
ceal no longer. When the Assessor goes 
round to make up their income account they 
will have to show how much they have been 
hurt by the hard times brought on through 
Democtati¢ policies and the fear of them. 
The many thdusands of merchants who found 
it hard work to preserve appearances last year 
will have to own up how near they were to 
the slough of bankruptcy. As a result they 
must stand the risk of having their creditors 
clamp down upon them wanting payment, 
while banks refuse to accommodate with new 
loans or to grant extensions on old ones, 
These mérchants will be tempted to make 
false returns, exaggerating the figures eo that 
the truth may not en the ears of their 
creditors.

IRRIGATION IN KANSAS. 

The second aunual State irrigation conven- 
tion was held in Hutchinson, Kas., last Fri- 
day and Saturday. There was a large at- 
tendance and the proceedings included an in- 
teresting sefies of talks about the possibili- 
ties of immense gain by artificial irrigation 
in that State, especially in the Arkan- 
sas Valley, which raus through the 
western two-thirds of the southern half 
of Kansas, The addresses were not con- 
fined to statements of what may de 
done at some indefinite time in the future, 
but also of what has been accomplished up to 
date in making to blossom like the rose many 
thousands of acres formerly thought to be 
desert. Some time ago the people of that 
region grew tired of: waitmg for the 
national authorities to act and set 
about helpifig themselves. They have 
built numerous small and comparatively in- 
expensive irrigating plants for using the water 
obtainable from the great underflow of the 
Arkansas Valley, They have constructed 
dams across ravines, in which they store the 
surface water and add to it considerable vol- 
umes that are pumped up from below the 
surface. In this way water has been cullect- 
ed and ,thence distributed the present year 
over many small farms in Central and West- 
ern Kunsas, 

The proceedings of the convention in- 
cluded the reporting of plans and results by 
practical irrigators from the Counties of 
Meade, Finwey, Ford, Edwarde, Sherman; 
and Kearney, statements of the arithmetic of 
the underflow in Western Kansas, the profits 
of irrigation in Wyoming, Nebraska. New 
Mexico, Colorado, Utah, Arizona, and Cali- 
fornia today, and in countries of the Ojd 
World in ancient times, Mathinery and con- 
tracting firms had plauts in operation near the 
convention hall showing how the underflow is 
brought up and handled. 

Itis said that along the Arkansas River 
there are counties every quarter section in 
which is adapted to individual irrigation. In 
others it would pay to codperate, In all of 
them the soil is very fruitful when there is a 
sufficiency of moisture, and this can be sup- 
plied at small expense compared with the ad- 
vantage to be derived from it. Irrigation has 
increased fourfold the crops where it is 
used, and Will work a similarly sat- 
isfactory result over millions of acres ere 
many more years have rolled by, in addition 
to effecting a radical change in the character 
of the climate. For it is pointed out that the 
replanting of now treeless sections and the 
construction of reservoirs will make the at- 
mosphere more moist and materially modify 
the influence of hot winds which come 
from the salt of the southwest. Be- 
sides all thie it proposed to use the reser- 
voirs for fish and also for the 
ing of ied to those who need this great lugury 
of a watm climate in hot weather.

THE JAPANESE VICTORIES. 

The Japanese armies and fleet have struck 
another knock-down blow at the Chinese. 
Port Arthur, their great naval stronghold, has 
fallen into the hands of the victorious Japa- 
nese in spite of an apparently stubborn re- 
sistance. -Witn this capture disappears from 
the scene of Conflict the Chinese navy. The 
attack upon Port Arthur appears to have been 
made with great skill and dash. The Japa- 


} nese torpedo boats forced their way into the 


harbor and opened fire upon the forts in 
front. The artillery at the same time bom. 
barded them from the rear, while the infantry 
made short work of the outer defenses, thus 
Allowing the artillery, to get nearer and pour 
in a destmictive fire. The assault was so over- 
whel ming that the Chinese soon became panic- 
stricken, abandoned everything, and flied. 
The. capture of Port Arthur extinguishes 
for the present the naval power of China. It 
is at the same time à terrible blow to its 
prestige and war resources, since great dock- 
yards, workshops, stofehouses, and an im- 
mense quantity of ordnance and munitions 
of war have fallen into the hands of the vic. 
torious Japanese, Port Arthur was one of 
the most strongly fortified of all the Chinese 
defenses. Its forta on both sides of the nar- 
row channel entering from the sea extend 
four miles and were supposed to be impreg- 
nable, but, as has been shown in almost every 
instance, while the front door was strong the 
back door was either weak or left wide open, 
and so; notwithstandmg heavy Krupp guns, 
torpedoes, and mines, after à two days’ strug- 
gle Port Arthur was in Japanese hands. 
While these events are transpiring around 
Port Arthur another Japanese army is march- 
ing northward through China in the direction 
of Niuchwang with the intention of reaching 
the terminus Of the railroad to Tien Tain. 
Still another Japanese army is on the march 
forthe Yang Tse Kiatg districts, of which 
Nankin isthe center. By a great canal cross. 
ing the Yang Tse Kiang River there is direct 
communication with Pekin. It is evident 
from this movemgnt that the destination of 
the new army is the capital of China, and it is 
equally evident that the panicky and terror. 
stricken Chinese cannot stop the progress of 
the Japanese. Under the circumstances the 
Chinese, if they are wise, will promptly tell 
Minister Dun just what they are willing to do 
and what they are willing to pay and get out 
of their bad scrape before it becomes infinitely 
worse.

INCREASING THE REVENUES, 

The opening of the bids Saturday shows 
that the proposed issue of bonds has been 
subscribed for to an extent more than three 
times the 60 millions advertised for. The 
total of bids was for 155 millions, and in- 
cluded one for the whole amount offered, this 
being by 4 ieate of bankers in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and London. So the 
issue is an abundant suess.

In that case it not be neces- 
sary to pay out the gold at all: It eau remain 
in the Treasury as security for the redemption 
of currency obligations, thus preserving the 
parity, in accordance with the express decla- 
ration to that effect in the law of July 14, 
1890.

is one of the most accomplished rogues of 


the time. Though his operations have in no 
case involved very large sums still he has 
covered a wider field than any of the modern 
smooth swindlers, and yet he is only 34 years 
of age. Twelve years ago he began his life- 
insurance swindles, Since then he has been 
engaged in fire-insurauce swindles, in fraud- 
ulent building schemes, in horse-stealing 
ventures, in Worid's Fair hotel frauds, in 
land steals, in forgeries, in obtaining goods un- 
der false pretenses, in dealing with women, 
getting their property away from them and 
then causing them to disappear from sight, 
in getting possession of houses and land with- 
out title and disposing of them, in wreckmg 
fidelity companies, in building houses with 
other people's money, in selling bogus pat- 
ents, in stealing city water and gas, in start- 

bogus saloons and restaurants and sell- 

them, in marrying women, and possibly 
in committing murder. According to his 
own confession he has recently been support- 
ing no less than twenty-four women, 

Fora young man of 84 this is a pretty 
comprehensive record of petty villainies, and 
until his recent arrest for complicity in the 
bogus Pitzel life-insurance business he seems 
to have had plain sailing. He has swindled 
hundreds if not thousands of persons and 
business corporations in every part of the 
country, from New England to California, and 
in every conceivable way that depraved inge- 
nuity can suggest, and yet until now he has 
suffered no inconvenience at the hands of his 
victims or of the officials of the law. Not 
even the numerous women to whom he ap- 
parently has been engaged or married havé 
caused him any trouble, Mr. Holmes may be 
set down as an artist in his. profession. It is 
not a profession of the highest order, but he 
certainly has displayed talents of a high or- 
der in pursuing it so longand apparently with 
such success. Most swindlers Who live by 
their wits only last two or three years at best 
and then land in jail,.but Holmes has been 
defrauding the whole community for twelve 
‘or fifteen years. He has brought to his work 
patience, industry, skill, coolaess, expert 
knowledge, medical and scientific attainments, 
intimate knowledge of human. nature, and 
consummate audacity. 

It is remarkable that a man of such varied 
knowledge should not have known that sooner 
or later, and usually sooner, be would come 
up with a round turn and land in the peniten- 
tlary, the inevitable goal of gentlemen whose 
system of life is to live at. the expense of 
others. It argues an inordinate degree of 
self-conceit for a man to imagine that he is 
sharp enough to beat the whole community 
and escape with immunity from punishment. 
And yet there is apparently no other way to 
explain the caréer of such a man as Holmes, 
He has now discovered his mistake, however, 
and for the remainder of hia career will be 
compeijed, much to his mortification, to em- 
ploy. his diversified talents in some useful 
work for the State. While engaged in this it 
may occur to him that if he had employed his 
skill, adroitnees, and kaowledge in legitimate 
channels of industry he not only might have 


escaped incarceration and hard, compulsory - 


labor, but he might have reaped a profitable 
harvest in this world’s goods and enjoyed 
them without disturbance from any one, 
This is a lesson, however, which swindlers of 
the Holmes sort never learn. No amount of 
experience teaches them the folly of trying to 


live upon one’s wits, especially when the 


wits are depraved and their processes are 
criminal. ‘ 


Ovrt of the deaths of the many who have suc- 
cum bed to smallpox at Milwaukee in the last 
few weeks comes life, or at least a promise of 
it, to thousands who otherwise must have died 
from an attack of the dread disease. Dr. 
Maximilian Herzog of this city went to Mil- 
waukee to make a study of the malady in the 
hospital there, and now claims to have dis- 
covered the cause of vaccinia and ‘of smallpox. 
Tha cause is not a bacillus, but a still more 


primitive form of animal life called an 


amoeba, which lives as à parasite on the ba- 
cillus or bacterion, Furthermore, he says 
the microbe of vaccinia is the attenuated 
form of the microbe of smalipox, and il it 
be introduced into the blood it so strength- 
ens certain elements of the vital fluid that 
later they can ef away easily with the non- 
attenuated vicious form. Dr. Herzog is not 
the first to suppose that the virus of smallpox 
isa parasite on the bacteria to which the dis- 
ease is usually credited, but he goes beyond 
all others in announcmg himself to nave dis- 
covered that “ all diseases are due to amte- 
boid bodies in the blood, and not to bacilli.” 
For instance, he says tuberculosis is not due 
to Koch’s bacillus, but toa little amoba, 
heretofore called a spore, living on the 


bacillus.. He says it is. first necessary to 


get a perfect culture’ from the disease 
to be experimented with in order to ge- 
cure the poisonous parte for ‘he inoculation 
of chosen animals, which will furnish the 
counteracting effects. In order to make a 
perfect culture the germs must be fed and 
fattened, and he has succeeded in developing 
a culture medium superior to that used by 
Dr. Koch. He makes the dstouading state- 
ment that many of the vaccine points used in 
Milwaukee are adulterated, being impreg- 
nated with croton oil instead of containing 
lymph from the cow, for which reason people 
vaccinated a short time ago have fallen vie- 
tims to the disease. He rightly characterizes 
as infamous brutes the mbn who make this 
substitution and thus become . murderers for 
less than five cents per human life.“

What will probabl most unique 
feature of the —— 3 ogg ws doll-house 
contr.buted by Mr. — 2 Egan of No. 620 
Dearborn avenue. house is a three-story 
affair containing sae rooms, and is most 
complete in every detail, It is perfectly 
carpeted, painted, papered, iped for water, 
gas, and steam, and wir for electricity. 
This little house contains 164 distinct pieces 
ot furniture, each piece being a marvel of 
handiwork. Each room has a separate set 
ot furniture, wallpaper and carpet to match. 
The house represents an outlay of $250 in 
money, and two years were required for its 
erection. In height it is three feet, and 
covers as many feet each way of the ground. 

The ambition of the women to have 10,000 
dolle seems likely to be realised, as up to 
date 6,000 doils have been either promised 
oractuaily received. The office of the carni- 
val-room at No. 175 Dearborn street resem- 
bles a storehouse.

asa secondary matter, he seems to have 
found but small satisfaction, His ambition 
was to obtain recognition as a great com- 

‘poser. This end and aim seem to have in- 
spired him from that moment in which, as a 
boy, he began the study of harmony in Ber- 
lin. In Germany he strengthened his music- 


al knowledge and in Germany he 
toiled for recognition of his creative art. 
For the reason that this recognition was de- 
nied him he counted his life misspent and 
died brokenhearted. He declared bitterly he 
was regarded in Russia asa German and in 
Germany as a Russian. That he prized the 
possibility of German recognition as a com- 
poser beyond any that might be accorded 
bim in his own land tannot be doubted, 
Early associations all tended to develop and 
atrengthen such results. The triumph of 
Wagner made him doubly sullen, owing to 
that com poser’s hatred and attacks upon the 
Jewish race. The exalted rank accorded Ru- 
binstein as a pianist could not be granted him 
as a composer because it was impossible. He 
himself may have attributed this failure of ac 
ceptance’to the ultra conservatism of Germany. 
That his mind ‘was disabused of such idea

seems conveyed in the expression to which he 
gave utterance before his final departure from 
Germany, that for his compositions hope 
was done.“ 

Inspired with the im pulse to com pose sacred 
operas he entered upon the work with an in- 
tensity arising from his temperament and 
heightened by that spirit of religious mysti- 
eism that was part of his national inheritance 
asa Slav. Visions of a festival theater, built 
upon his own plans and in a measure eim- 
ilar to the Bayreuth structure, possessed 
his mind. Encouragement seems for a 
time to have been extended to him, 
Here and there fragments of one of 
these sacred ras or the work in its entirety 
were produ The results were always iden- 
tical. Derision or a mild praise, that to his 
temperament must have proved still more aif. 
ficult of acceptance, was the only outccme. 
With the end: of ambition came the end of 
life. That he was recognized as the greatest 
executant of his day seems to have been by 
him almost forgotten in the passionate energy 
with which he labored in another field. As a 
com poser he will remain most highly appreci- 
ated through his songs, some of his piano- 
forte compositions, and single movements 
from, several of his symphonies. Beauty 
of idea is in the main  preés- 
ent in his writmg, but a spontaneity 
ungoverned by self-criticism,a crowding ot 
thoughts fragmentary and undigested, yield 
oftenest a rambii formiessness. In the 
history of music in the minds of those 
who heard him in the concert-room there is a 
place for him that he holds alone and un- 
assailable, but the pity remains that he dis- 
covered it to be his only one, and that hope 
was ended sooner than life.

Pertinent Comment Regardihe His Work 
in the British Capital.

As far 
as my knowledge goes, there isnot and never 
has been, a case in which two such famous 
musicians as Wagner and Liszt are repre- 
sented, in the first and second generations re- 
spectively, b 4 single person. It is in view 

that one measures the boldness of 
Siegfried Wagner in adopting a musical 
career. As an architect he would not have 
challenged comparison; as a musician !— 
well, I can only wish for theinteresting young 
man all the succoss necessary to make bear-
